Pro® government and other files available to the general public ( court 
records and decisions, etc. ) ; from the files of government departments 
where the responsible public servants approved { for example, I spent 
some time in the Immigration and Naturalization section of the Department 
of Justice } ; from third persons who had properly obtained material from 
the f ! les of government departments. Probably most of the photographs 
fall info the last grouping. 

In no ease were any documents or any Information obtained in any irregular 
manner. 

Most of the material, as you know, came from Mr. Leo Goodman, research 
director of the United Shoe Workers of America, who has, for some time, 
been following the Bata career with great interest. Much of the government’s 
information about Bata also come® from him.
